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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 28-54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The cited prior art does not disclose nor suggest rotating 
a tyre on said rolling surface at a second rotation speed higher than 
a given speed, so as to cause said loading mass to contact said 
inner wall during a first fraction of a complete tyre revolution, during 
said first fraction a tread area corresponding to said tyre portion 
being not in contact with the rolling surface, and to cause said 
loading mass to oscillate within said gap during a second fraction of 
a complete tyre revolution, during said second fraction said tread 
area corresponding to said tyre portion being in contact with the 
rolling surface, thereby leading to a second deformation of said 
piezoelectric element during said tyre rotation; and collecting 
electrical energy generated from said first and and second 
deformations of said piezoelectric element. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be
